DANIEL WEBSTER'S WATS 


His fort Reply to a Delegation Tlmt 


Had Not Supported Him. 


From UK StoctMOer. 


An incident unquestionably au- 


thentic which has never before been 
related in print may be told of Mr. 
Webttcr. On their way home from 
the convention, which was held, v.e 
believe, in Philadelphia, the Mis- 
sissippi delegation called on Mr. 
Webster tt his modest house on 
Louisiana avenue in Washington. 
Ifwas near the close of a bummer's 
day, when ushered into the little 
front parlor, and introduced to Mr. 
Webster, the chairman, Judge Shar- 
key—the same it may be \vhoyeais 
afterwards uas conspicuous in the 
it-construction politics of the statt— 
addressed the orator m terms of 
flattering eulogy, saying, among 
other things, how pleased he and 
his fellow delegates would have 
been to see Mr. Webstei'a great 
abilities recognized in tlie nomina- 
tion oi'their party for the presidnu-}. 
As a matter of fact, the delegation 
had steadily voted against him. It 
waa upon this fact that Mr Web- 
atei's curt reply turned. "You have 
expressed, Mr. Chairman," said he, 
"ihe sentiment that your desire— 
and I must suppose that j our action 
was in conformity to that desire— 
in the recent convention ot the 
Whig party for the nomination of 
a candidate for the presidency of the 
United States—your desire and ef- 
foit lha,, the honor should fall upon 
me. In response to \vhiih J have 
only to bay that the recoid, gentle- 
men, is the other way. Good night, 
gentlemen!" And bowing himself 
through the folding doors into the 
rear parlor « here Mrs. Webster sat 
in the deepening twilight, he van 
ibhed to Mississippi eyes, leaving 
his visitois, sternly rebuked for lip 
service, to find their homeward way 
as best they might. 


It was in the preceding presiden- 


tial canvass, in 1848, when General 
Taylor was the Whig candidate.and 
elected, that the writer heard Mr. 
Webstei 
make, on his farm at 


Marshfield, the speech in which he 
declared that the selection of Gen. 
Taylor—who in private conversa- 
tion at Washington had been char- 
acterised, but unjustly, ''as] only 
a swearing frontier colonel"—was 
"a nomination not fit to be made." 
The speech, the ouly one, we think, 
he made in the canvass, was listened 
to by, a large assemblage who had 
rouip'tu Marsh field for the purpose, 
many ' straight" Whigs from Boston 
and olseviheie 'being among the 
uiiinbei, with a considerable spiink- 
ling of so-culled "Conscience Whigs" 
oufof whose secession from the jui- 
ty giew the historic coalition which 
soon after put Charles Sunnier and 
ilemy Wilson in the United States 
-eiiate. 
Many ot thtse JSoston gen- j 


tleinen, we rpinembtr, wore white or 
]ight-< olored kid elovfs on the occa- 
sion, and their applause was diverse, 
as one and another ot the oratoiN 
utterances affected 
the divergent 


prejudices of his auditoiy. 
The 


question above quoted remained in 
the printed speech as Mr. Webfeter 
made it, but another, still more 
offensive to the Whigs proper, was 
eliminated fiom the vcihatim report 
as it stood in t>pe in the office of the 
Kostdii Aitti^ 
The Whig commit- 


tee sent a delegation to Mr. Webster 
asking that the obnoxious phrase 
might be canceled before the speech 
was stiit to pres-. "N"," said Mr. 
Webster, "let it stand as I spoke it." 
Not to be baffled in their solicitude 
for its expurgation, one oi the com- 
mittee renewed the request in a note 
to Mr. Webster, enclosing a cheek 
for $">00. Mr. Webster's reply to 
this wah that the expression could 
as well be left out; that the speech 
with that otuitted would sufficiently 
expiess his views on the points to 
which it related. There may be 
those among our Bostt n contempo- 
iarie«, bolidtons for Mr. WebstarV 
fame, who may be moved to disput* 
the substantial accuracy of what if 
here related.

fellow townsman, Mr. M. Elson, is from 
Mr. J. M. Clokey, Esq., of this city.wbo 
has been in the south since the latter part 
of February, accompanied by his wife and 
son, and Mr. Wilson Clokey, of Cincin- 
nati, his brother: 


PAIATKA, FI.A., March IS, 1881. 


DEAR PAPA: As written you, w» left 


this place Thursday about 10 a.m., on 
our return trip up the Ocklawahi; went up 
on the "Marion," a very small boat; sail- 
ed up the St. John to the mouth of the 
Ocklawaha SO miles, which we entered 
early in the afternoon. 
The St. John 


from Jacksonville 
for some distance 


above the mouth of the Ocklawaha, is a 
very wide and magnificent river. The Ock- 
lawaha, a narrow and serpentine course, 
tbe bends often so abrupt that the little 
boat had to be shoved with poles to get it 
turned around. U is just 100 miles from 
the month of the river to where we enter- 
ed Silver Spring Run; 100 miles of won- 
ders. 
The entire c&urse was lined on 


either side with Palmetloes and Florida 
palms, cypress, etc., everythiug draped 
in moss, presenting a picture of surpass- 
ing beauty which cannot be di scribed.— 
The palms — thousands of them stood 
erect—40 and TO feet, high, with their um- 
brella topi, the very embodiment of 
grace. 
We were constantly bumping 


agaiust the trcea and passing among and 
under the extended limbs ; several places 
the limbs from either side looked over- 
head; one in particular funning a beauti- 
ful arch. Going and comiuK we felled 
on the wild scenery, never wearying of 
the beautiful palms. 
For several hours 


in the evening the river was lighted up 
from ihe boat, rendering thi- cried wild 
and bewitching. We were, not prepared 
for such scenes. 
It wns much beyond 


our expectations. Many groves of palms 
contained 50 to 10» and more tall trees.— 
The river, proper, is really about one mile 
wide, but, the channel open ii very, very 
narrow; a larce river boat couldn't get in 
it. The remainder of the river on each 
aide of the channel is a vast wilderness of 
tropical growlh. Reaching the mouth of 
Silver Springs about 9 a. m. yesterday, 
we steamed up its beautiful waters nine 
miles lo its source. A more astonished 
set you never saw. We had heard but 
lilUe as to the waters in this stream, and 
supposed the attraction was a little town 
at a nice spring. Il is the most wonder- 
ful thing in Nature that I ever saw. The 
water comes up from a series of crevices 
and wells, throwing up a body of water 
40 to 50 feet in depth, fully us wide, and 
nine miles in lengiu, before it enters the 
Ocklawaha. 
The basin, just over the 


springs and wells, is quite large 
You 


can look way down into the wells, I am 
told, (*feel. AH the way along its course 
this water is so clear that, yoa can with 
perfect distinctness distinguish the fish, 
shell and other objects. The sliells-40 
and 50 feet below-sparkled like dia- 
monds, rich in their clear, beautiful tints. 
The ride up and down made 18 miles ot 
constant wonderment and exclamations 
from the passengers. Unfortunately, it 
rained much of the time In showers and 
curtailed our feast some. We were loath 
lo part with ihe beautiful, wild scenery, 
and we hope a^iiin to mak« this trip.— 
We again entered the 3t. Johu about ten 
o'clock last night, when we retired and 
slept sweetly 
till morning. 
Our uom 


reached ibis place about 1'this a. in , but 
we reruafai'd in our state rooms lill mom 


ing. 
Concluded lo remain here i ill to mor- 


row or Monday night and rusl, when we 
go up the St. John to Kntei|iri.ic uuii 
Sandford.

you have had a terrific inmiili, and we 
are glad to escape it. We an; somewhat 
wearied with our constant going, and 
need a few days of quiet rest. Caddie is 
somewhat wearied this morning, but im 
proved in general hciUth. Ira is it captain 
in travel. 
Is now content lo be any- 


where, bul wlu'ii he can Ret out of duors 
he won't stop lo i-at. A more healthy 
child you never saw. He has funned a 
warm attachment tor Brother Wilson, and 
lasl night Wilson had to undress him

inhabitants, and its slreets lined with 
orange trera and palms; the mange tree*

ripe oranges and bhissouiH, 


perfuming the entire town. Caddie is in 
constant delight. Beside her is a paper

To-day is showery, and will house us. 


Just now it has blowed up a heavy storm 
of rain. Thankful we are in our rooms. 
Have a prospect of exchanging our tick- 
ets for tickets lo Chicago via Savannah, 
Atlanta, Chattanooga, Cincinnati, Indian- 
apolis and I/ogansport. Will do so if it 
will suit our time. I find it advisable to 
remain for a few weeks yet. So don't be 
surprised to not see me home on time It 
is a grand trip, and benefiting me each 
day. 
Received Mr. Mills' letters, and 


thank him for urging me to remain and 
not worry. Some drops of Florida rain 
have spotted my letter. You would en- 
joy this climate. Wilson is canvassing a 
place to locate a few years, where he can 
be among the orange trees and live an 
out of door life. I am greatly pleased
